The two native Indians elected were the first ever 
elected in the Yukon (irafton N'jootli won for the 
Consenatives in the Old Cniu riding, berating (he 
second-place Liberal candidate h9 votes to 29 

Party leader lain MacKay was the other victor! 
nus Liberal, winning in the* riding of Whitchurse 
Riverdale South. He polic'd 120 votes in 3.tt forConser 
valKe Maggie Heath 


NDP leader Krc*d Berger lost his seat in Klondike, 
the riding surrounding the historic gold rush town of 
Dawson City. He said he would resign his leadership 
today. 

Mrs. Watson said she might resign as leader, 
adding that she would not run in a byelc’ciion in order 
to lead the party from inside* the asv'inblv. 

The numbcH* of seats uas e\pandc>d to lf> for this 
election. Previously. Yukon residents elected 12 coun¬ 
cillors.

Weary B.C. Hydro creus 
continued their mnpiip opera 
tions Monday following the 
weekend storm which left 
parts of southern Vancouver 
Island without electricity for 
up to 12 hours. 

As many as eight crews 
were out ail day Sunday at 
tending to downcKi wires and 
poles and some crews workc'd 
as many as four shifts of IK 
hours each. 

Winds, which peaked Sal 
urday w ilh gusts up to 93 kmh 
(M mph). gusted to KO kmh 
(49 mph) at Gonr.ales and Pat 
Bay Airport weather stations 
and temperatures dipped to o 
Celsius on Sunday. 

No wind chill factor is 
available because weather 
offices now measure in walls 
per square metre, but a 
weatherman at Pat Bay said 
(he wind chill was considc*red 
“moderate * over the week 
end. 

Temperatures this morn 
ing were expected to go as 
low as M Celsius but. because 
there was no wind compar¬ 
able to the weekend gale, 
it may not seem as cold. 

.Strongest gust measured 
Sunday was H kmh (23 mphi 
but the wind died down at 
about 3 p.m. 

However, before subsiding, 
the wind caused extensive 
damage, particularly in 
Sooke and around the Saan 
ich Peninsula. 

Hardest hit in Sooke were 
residents of Otter Point 
Road. One resident reported 
his power went off at 7:.)3 
a.m. Sunday, came on again 
for about two minutes at 
and then went off again until 
about noon. He said the prob 
iem was apparently caused 
by a transmitter fuse which 
blew because of a power 
surge 

Residents of Port Renfrew 
also shivered through most of 
Saturday without eleciricilv 

One resident said ,her 
power went off at 12:43 p.m. 
Saturday and was not resior 
ed until aboul 8:15 a m. Sun 
day except for 20 minutes 
at about 7 p.m .Saturday.

Kederiil fisheries officials are invesligal 
ing the death of :ui to to adult coho salmon 
which were found floating dead in the crirk 
bv voiingslers from Vievs H«»yal schfMil. The 
salmon were still full of eggs, indicating thal 
iheirdf'ath was not the usual pfist spawning 
death characteristic of salmon 

Larrv Duke, supervisor f»r federal fi 
sheries ff»r the \ ictoria disirid. estimated 
Monday that 23 to several hundred coho 
normallv spawn In Craigflowcr Creek, and 
those picked up bv fisheries offieials are 
“probably the bulk of the run." 

’It's evlremely unusual.' Duke said 
“it s the first time I’ve seen adult fish kilh'd 
like this. They tend lo be miieh hardier than 
the juveniles. ’ 

Kishcries officers who visited the site, in 
(he vicinity of the Helmcken Road bridge 


o\er ihe t reek, saw no olher live fish in the 
waters Refause the dead fish were first 
spotted bv Ihe sch(M)lchi)dren Monday morn¬ 
ing. Duke said (he mosi likely time for the 
kill was Sunday or early Mondav morning. 

The cause of the incident is only sp<'cula- 
live at (his point. Duke said, and it might bi* 
several weeks before Ihe answer is known. 
Some of Ihe fish carcas.ses will bt‘ exa¬ 
mined bv biologists at the fisheries research 
station at Nanaimo, and walej samples 
from Ihe creek will lx* tested at the Knviron- 
menial Protection Service's laboratorv in 
West \ ancouver 

“Whatever it was. it didn't lake long. ’ 
Duke said. The fish were not far from Por¬ 
tage Inlet, and had not vet reached their 
spawning grounds farther up in Ihe creek 
Kisheries officers will keep an eye un the 
creek for further prublein.s. Duke said. 

One possible factor may have been a lack 
of oxygen in (he stagnant waters. Duke 
said. The lung inter tidal /one in the Craig- 
flower (’rc*ek muuth has verv sh»w moving 
water which, combined with other factors, 
could ri^duce ihe oxygen level below wha' 
the fish could tolerate.

"He !>a>s it was a Charge «( 
the Light Brigade.

Parrot, who finds himself a 
highly-visiWe national figure at 42. 
bname a pastal worker in his 
native Montreal at 18. It was six 
years bpfore he really became 
interest^ in his union. 

"I got involved in I9uu be 
cause I had this feeling about 
justice in the post office. I sudden 
ly realized my problems were the 
same problems all the others had 
It was like a shot lit the arm 
Prom then on I never missed 
a meeting for years." 

In I98X he became' a full-time 
union officer as vice-presideot of 


the big Montreal local. In 1971 he 
became national chief steward, 
moved up to vice-president three 
years later, and last year re¬ 
placed crusty Joe David.son as 
president. 

The thing that hurts the most in 
this time-demanding job. he says, 
is separation from family life. 

Married, and the father of 
daughters Manon. 18. and Jo- 
hanne, 14. he explains It this 
way: 

"A while ago a girl at school 
said to my daughter Johanne. I 
saw your father on T\'.' Johanne 
told her; 'You're lucky I never see 
him at all.'"

The killings and mass sui¬ 
cide. touched off by R>an s 
inspection visit, apparently 
were the final cry of a vio¬ 
lence-hardened and paranoid 
group that saw the world 
closing in. 

American lawyer Mark 
Lane, who escaped from the 
jungle camp Just bi'fort* the 
mass deaths, told reporters 
of terrifying hours he and an 
other lawyer. Charles Garr> . 
^pent in the camp and the 
rainy jungle nearb> late Sat 
tirday and Sunday. 

Lane, a prominent iham 
pion of controversial cases 
and a legal counsel to the 
sect, said he and Garry were 
barred from a mass meeting 
,«t the camp. Jonestown, but 
that they heard residents dis 
cussing communal suicide 
o\er a loudspeaker Lane 
said one spoke of "the beaulv 
of death as part of our strug 
gle ■' 

The culllsls were reported 
to have had long considered 
mass suicide if they felt their 
■Aect threatened. Jones and 
the sect had iM'en under in- 




vestigation in California be 
fore* he founded Ihe (iuyana 
camp last year. 

Lane said the meeting 
began at about S p.m Only 40 
minutes earlier, one-half 
dozen sect members am¬ 
bushed Ryan's group at the 
airstrip, where they were 
trying to fly out some disen¬ 
chanted sect members. 

Lane, being guarded with 
(iarr> in a building some dis- < 
lance from the meeting, said 
he had heard medical p<*rson 
nel were preparing poison in 
a large vat somewhere in the 
camp. 

But he said that from their 
>antage point they also saw a 
dozen men take automatic 
rifles from a shed. 

One of their two guards told 
them. "We are all going to die 
now. " Ijine said 

"They were smiling. They 
looked genuinely happ.s ." he 
said. 

Me and Garrv* persuaded 
the guards to release them. 
t.ane said, by telling (hem he 
would "write the slor>” of 
Jonestown for Ihe outside 
world. Before letting them 
go. the two guards hugged 
both lawyers. 

I.ane said he and his com¬ 
panion fled into the jungle 
and as they 'did they heard 
Jones ( banting over the loud¬ 
speaker. "Mother* Mother' 
Mother* .Mother' ‘ and sud 
denly gunfire erupted. Lane 
said he heard many bursts of 
automatic fire and sen^ams 
from the camp 

(Guyanese Information 
Minisi(»r Shirley Field-Ridley 
told reporters that most of 
the b4»dies found Sunday by a 
company of troops who raid 
ed the camp showed no signs 
of xiolencc. though some had 
gunshot wound.s

Reporter Tim ReJtermanof 
(he San Francisco Examiner, 
a member of the Ryan group 
and a sursivor. said in a 
copyrighted story- Monday in 
The Examiner (hat Layton 
was one of several supposed 
defectors Ryan was try ing to 
escort away from the 27.000- 
acre commune. The land was 
leased to the organization by 
the Guyanese government 

Reilerman and other survi¬ 
vors said (hey splil up to take 
off in (wo small planes at the 
Port Kaituma airstrip. 128 ki¬ 
lometres south of Jonestown 
but were suddenly fired on by 
about one-half dozen or more 
Temple members who rode 
up in a truck and a trailer 
towed by a tractor. When the 
blaze of gunfire finally ended. 
Reiterman wrote, he was told 
by (hose in the other plane 
(hat Layton had pulled out a 
pisiol and fired at (hem. 

Those killed in (he ambush 
were the 53-year-old Ryan, 
who represented a San Fran 
cisco-area district; reporter 
Don Harris. 42, and camera¬ 
man Robert Brown. 36. both 
of NBC News and both Los 
Angeles residents, and a 
woman camp member who 
was trying to leave, identified 
by Guyanese officials as Pa¬ 
tricia Parks, 18. (hough some 
I'.S. officials said her name 
was Parker. 

Ten other persons wore 
wounded—reporters includ 
ing Reilerman. a Ryan aide, 
a I .S. diplomat and camp 
memb<‘rs and their rela¬ 
tives—and were brought in 
hospitals in Puerto Rico and 
Washington.

The suFvIvors. many of 
whom escapf'd by running 
into the nearby bush, spent a 
fearful night at (he town of 
Port Kaituma before bedng 
evacuaicKl by Guyanese au 
thorites. The authorities then 
arrested Layton, who ap 
parently was (he only impos 
lor among the wiiuld-be refu¬ 
gees. 

The 46 year old Jones, who 
had seven children, founded 
the sect in the I930s in India 
napolis with the avowed pur 
pose of breaking down class 
distinctions. Jones was the 
offspring of an interracial 
marriage. His “children, ' as 
"Dad" Jones called his fol¬ 
lowers. were both black and 
white. 

After moving to California. 
Jones became a political fig¬ 
ure. crusading for liberal 
causes and eventually was 
appointed chairman of the 
San Francisco Housing Au¬ 
thority. But reports of his un¬ 
orthodox. authoritarian con¬ 
trol over the sect—with 
allegations of brutal treat¬ 
ment of way ward members— 
led to his resignation from 
that post.

Youths hijack ferry, 
vanish among crowd 


I.STANBII. (AP)-Ten 
armed youths, describcnl as 
Maoists, hijacked an interna- 
tinnal ferrs carrying 7.M> pas 
sengers Monday but then 
frt^ed the skipper and min¬ 
gled in the crowd as gunboats 
escorted the craft back to 
shore, authorities report<Hl. 

All the passengers except 
children were searchtnl on 
leaving the ferry and about 
.stNl persims were detained for 
questioning as authorities 
tried to pick out the hijack¬ 
ers. 

Investigators said the left 
wing militants apparently 


decided to seize the boat after 
they were refused pi*rmission 
to attend funeral rites for one 
of two comrades slain Fri¬ 
day The >ouths exchang(‘d 
shuts with police when the\ 
were turned away from the 
morgue and then ran to the 
loading pier about 1.6 kilo¬ 
metre away and boarded the 
\essel. 

Police sources said 10 
youths forced their way into 
the captain's cabin and or¬ 
dered him at gunpoint to sail 
the ferry out of its dm-k at 
Karakos. Istanbul's sector on 
the Kuropean side of the Bo 


sporous Strait. 

As the boat criss-crossed 
the strait that separates Asia 
and Kurope. two gunboats 
went in pursuit.

Once a year we have an uppurtunity to take 
a simple, direct part in the local governing 
process. Blood would be spilled if anyone tried to 
deny it to us; It costs perhaps half an hour of our 
time. We may have to travel up to a mile. The 
t ast majority of us simply don't bother. 

In Oak Bay and North Saanich, three rate¬ 
payers in four did not vote: in Esquimau, four 
out of five couldn’t make It to the polls; through 
Colwood. Langford. Metchosin and View Royal, 
half the voters stayed home. By contempo¬ 
rary standards, that was a good show. In Saan¬ 
ich. three of our four potential voters found more 
important things to do. 

The saddest example may be the response in 
\ icloria to the school board election. The turnout 
in the city appears to be about four per cent. The 
Creator Victoria .school district reaches from 
Mew Koyal to Oak Bay and includes Victoria 
and much of .Saanich. Its trustees are spending 
$.il million in our property taxes for the greater 
good or ill of 25.000 of our children. Ninety-six 
\ oters out of 100 in the city said: so what? 

Consider what must have ranked ahead of 
voting when it came to things to do Satur¬ 
day: things like house-work, shopping, sleeping 
in. watching television If aldermen or school 
trustees over the next year should entertain anv 
illusion of how the community rates their impnr 
lance, ihev should harken back to the voter 
iiirnoul It should bring them back to earth with

TORONTO - We all know 
the media have many, many 
flaws. Chief among them 
may be that they can dis 
pensc nonsense as wisdom: if 
repeated enough it gets at

That process seems under 
way at the moment with Tru 
dcau and his impressive un 
popularity in Canada 
(Interestingly , the great pun 
dits in the media and political 
observers failed to identify 
the wide antipathy to Tru 
dcau until the b.velectiuns 
that saw Liberals win only 
two of IS ridings.) 

Conventional wisdom now 
being disseminated is that 
the hostility, even haired, to¬ 
wards Trudeau is because he 
is Frcnch-Canadian .More 
arrant nonsense is hard to 
imagine The thing is that 
most Canadians — that Is. 
everyday stiffs who have not 
had the common sense edu 
I aled uut of them by the aca 
demies and intellectuals who 
dominate channels of com 
munication — rarely , if ever, 
think of Trudeau as a Que 
beccr. If he is "hated." he 
has earned It by his deeds and 
attitudes, not because of his 
origin. (Trudeau is half Eng¬ 
lish, anyway, so one has a 
choice of which half to 
hale). 

In a recent column in the 
Toronto .Star. Richard Gwy n 
quoted a Quebec federalist 
and nationalist — unidenti 
fied. of course — as saying 
that the only reason why Tru¬ 
deau is so "hated" in English 
Canada is "that he is a 
Krench-Canadian." Gwyn 
agreed: "We showed it — 
let's not pretend it was ail 
(olncidence — In the 12 de 
feats that Trudeau suffered 
in the 12 byclections in Eng 
lish Canada." Phooey on 
that! 

Then Trudeau’s former fi¬ 
nance minister, Donald Mac¬ 
donald. went to New York 
and told an American audi¬ 
ence that voters in English 
Canada have turned against 
Trudeau because he's 
French-Canadian. 

While this may be a desper 
ale political gambit to gen 



crate guilt feelings among 
English-Canadians so they 
will vole Liberal in order to 
prove they aren't racist, it is 
also an irresponsible ploy 
Macdonald seems In be pul 
ting parly ahead of country 
and is. by his words, creating 
mischief and controversy. He 
may even persuade some 
that English Canada is anti 
French pt'r sc. and further 
divide Canada. 

It's true that Trudeau has 
generated hatred, little of 
w hich has any link to his half 
French heritage. Why. he 
speaks belter English than 
most English-born, but hr 
has the rapacity for invoking 
hostility by petty things like 
telling people to "f— off. " 
nr threatening to kick people 
in the "ass." or telling union 
members to "mange de la 
merdc." and so un. At the 
same time he implements po¬ 
licies which divide and alien¬ 
ate Canada and Canadians, 
he debases our currency, 
making it akin to Monopoly 
money: hr has deliberately 
encouraged unemployment 
and has used inflation for 
quick political gains while in 
flicting long-term damage to 
Canada. 

Trudeau's bilingual poll 
cies. which have cost billions, 
have not taught many 
French, but have created 
enormous anguish and rifts.

The Namibian 'compromise’ 
and other fiction 


LONDON — In mid-Ocio 
ber the foreign ministers 
and foreign seirelaries of 
the L'.S.. Canada. Britain. 
France and West Germany- 
made a dramatic flight to 
Pretoria to force South AfrI 
ca to keep its bargain un al 
lowing L'N-supervIsed free 
elections in Namibia (South- 
West Africa! Or so they 
said. 

If a statesman is a man 
paid to lie for his country, 
then Cyrus Vance, Don Ja 
mieson. Dr. David Owen. Oli 
vier Stim and Hans-Dietrich 
(ienschcr certainly earned 
Iheir salaries in .South Africa 
Out they came from the 
meeting to proclaim "Ihe 
success of their mission" It 
is now possible." said Dr 
ilwen. to l(N)k forward with 
a sense of optimism not just 
for Namibia but also for 
southern Africa in general ' 

It lakes real dramatic lal 
eni to make such a statement 
with a straight face, since 
what actually happened was 
that the foreign ministers of 
Ihe five most powerful West 
ern countries had given in to 
Ihe South Africans In^every 
particular. Pretoria w-ill go 
ahead with its plan to hold 
elections in Namibia, under 
the guns of its own farces and 
with no L’N presence, on De 
cember 4-8. 

The only concession South 
Africa offered the "Famous 
Five " was a promise to try to 
persuade tjte Namibian lead 
ers elected in December "to 
consider ways of achieving 
international recognition". It 
would urge them In talk In 
IN special representative 
Martti Ahtisaari about hold 
ing another election next 
year under IN supeniaion 
Anybody who really be 
lieves that this Namibian 
government, once In power, 
w ill actually agree to submit 
itself to a new election, under 
Ihe supervision of basically 
hostile IN observers, prob 
ably also believes that there 
are fairies al Ihe bottom of 
his garden 

The Western diplomats 
knew all this perfectly well 
when they went to Pretoria, 
and did not expert to shift the 
South African position. They 
actually went to beg the 
.South African government to 
provide them with some 
'rompromise" that they 
could show al the L'N. so 
as to slave off the fateful day 
when they will have to vole 
yes or no un an anti-.Soulh 
African sanctions resolution 
in Ihe Security Council 

South Africa’s Prime Min 
isier Pieter Botha was more 
than happy to give them Ihe 
loincloth they wanted to 
cover their nakedness 
".Sorry , we can't postpone the 
independence elections we 
have organized fur Namibia 
in December" (Botha said in 
effect.), "but we will call it 
an internal election to elect 
leaders." 

"And of course, my dear 
chaps, you can go back and 
tell those fellows on the L'N 
Security Council that we will 
then urge Ihe Namibian lead¬ 
ers to seek international re¬ 
cognition by holding another 
election next year with L’N 
troops guaranteeing Its hon¬ 
esty.” (Perhaps we could call 
that an 'external election'?) 

"Naturally, we can't guar¬ 
antee that the Namibian lead 



ers will actually do it. but it 
should save you from the em 
harrassment of having to 
veto a Security Council sane 
lions resolution against us 
just now. Any time we can be 
of help, just drop by and ask 

By January an independent 
government for Namibia will 
Ih' in power, chosen in an 
elei lion that is being boy cot 
led by the Soulh-West African 
People's (Irganizatiun 

(SW'APO). which is recog 
ni/ed by Ihe L'N as "the only 
legitimate representative of 
the Namibian people ". Only 
candidates of the conserva 
tive Democratic Turnhalle 
Alliance (DTA) backed by 
Pretoria will hold office, and 
Namibia will have become a 
sort of Banlustan. its inde 
pendente recognized only by 
South Africa 

While this is certainly 
political chicanery un the 
part of South Africa, it has 
strong support from Ihe "mi¬ 
nority tribes" (including the 
whiles and coloreds) who 
make up half Namibia's WKi, 


IKK) population. They fear 
probably rightly, that any 
L'N—supers ised election 
would ^ equally loaded in 
favor of SWAPO. a Marxist 
run organization w hich is Ihe 
political embodiment of the 
Ovambo tribe, who make up 
the other half of Ihe ptipula 
lion 

The DTA leader who be 
comes head of Ihe Namibian 
government after next Janu 
ary. therefore, may well hold 
discussions with the IN 
about another election, as the 
Pretoria (omprumise pro 
sides. Indeed he may talk his 
head off. and so long as he 
and Ihe I N are talking, the 
West wiil have further plausi 
ble reasons for vetoing sani 
lions against South Africa 

What Ihe new Namibian 
leader w ill never do is let LN 
iriMips on his soil to organize 
an election whose whole pur 
pose would be to discredil 
him. It's all very clever, and 
the only flaw is that it may 
underestimate the reaction of 
SWAPO's leadership 

There is a truce along Na 
mibia's border with Angola 
now. where until recently 25. 
000 .South African troops were 
fighting SW APO guerrilla in 
cursions But on the other 
side of that border are noi 
just SW'APO troops: there are 
also more than 20.000 Cuban 
and East German troops who 
have been steadily reinforced 
since July. Diplomacy is not 
Ihe only way men solve Iheir 
problems

You brought forward several items which is of 
great concern lo 413 .Squadron and which should bc 
correcled immediately, but I would like lu mention a 
few facts not generally known, such as the nuniluT of 
boats and planes operated on each coast and the 
equipment the soan h and rescue teams have within 
their command 

Hn our coast of t().900 miles we have 300 .inm) b<iats 
(East g.(MN)) 3.70 j aircraft (Hast 1.535) also a much 
larger population operating in both elements This is 
within a few numbers owing lo additions and with 
drawals for Ihe year 1977. 

Our equipment is of one search capacity which 
means 3 Buffalo aircraft and 3 L4ibrador helicopierv 
assisted by the coast guard's equipment of. II primary 
and 7 secondary craft. On Ihe east coast there are 3 
Buffalo and 6 labradors with 14 primary and 27 
secondary craft from the coast guards. 

Our Rescue Co-ordinating Centre in Victoria with 
412 .Squadron at Comox carried out in 1977 a total of 
3.H30 marine. 513 air sc^arch incidents, also 5r»H mercy 
flights and by direct action xaved 305 tivea. This is at 
least 53 pcT cent of all incidenis in all of Canada. 

There is a big story to be told about our search and 
rescue operations on the west coast and remcmbcT — 
sir — they are all volunteers. Please carry the mes 
sage as only the press can. then something may bt* 
given 442 Squadron which will help them to carry out 
(he demands ihev are called on to perform.

So-called bilingualism 
opens eyes of student 


At oiip timr I ua. all for bilingualixm. It 
vp«mrd natural lhat French Canadians 
would want their language recognized 
Ihroughoul Canada. Then I read a book 
called Bilingual Today. F'rcneh Tomorrow 
by J. V. Andrew, along with several other 
pieces of literature supplied by Ihe Canadian 
Intelligence Service. It became clear lo me 
what is really behind the so-called "bilin¬ 
gualism." 

Bilingualism is JusI a cover lor Ihe 
l onversion of English Canada to a total 
French Canada French and English are the 
oiricial languages of Canada, except in Que 
bee where the only language is French 
French in Quebec Is considered superior to 
English. There has been a strong push of Ihe 
French language mainly because uf govern 
ment propaganda.

In addition lo being a term 
which has recently bwn foul 
ing Ihe airwaves, a kilopa 
seal is nothing but a mea 
suremeni of pressure. A 
kilopascal is one thousand 
pascals A pascal is equal lo 
one new Ion per square metre, 
line new Ion is lhat force 
which imparls an aeeelera- 
liun of one metre per second 
per second lo a mass of one 
kilogram That is all it 
amounts to. (rfovrge. and I 
hope everything is clear lo 
you. 

We used lo measure 
pressure In terms of inches 
of mercury or standard atmo¬ 
spheres or pounds per square 
inch. However not long ago a 
rollecllon of well-meaning 
but misguided savants decid¬ 
ed everything should be in 
lerms of metres and kilo¬ 
grams. and succeeded lu the 
point where you are now 
bewildered The words -pa- 
seal' and newton’ are new lo 
lec'hnulog.v. and only appear 
in Ihe most recent literature.

61. who was injured about 
90 years ago when he stepped on a landmine* 
during the war. is today a sick man and an 
ak'oholic. 

And apparently only he can turn (he situa¬ 
tion around. 

Victoria's vetor 
ans facility, says it dues not want him 

While slaying there he set fire to his 
mattress, sneaked out to get drunk, and 
blmked fire exits, a hospital spokesman 
said 

He was Interviewed by a hospital sm-ial 
worker Monday in the Richmond PavM 
ion. where he was staving leniporarily 


Attempts are being made to transfer him to 
an adequate treatment centn*. 

Victoria MLA Charles Barbersaid Monday 
In an intervievk he would pursue Thorpe's 
case until (he man could be assured of a 
facility where he would be helped and super 
vised. K 

Barber said he was informed by an ex 
nurse and a federal government official 
familiar with Thorpe's case that Thorpe's 
alcoholism made him “the author of his 
own misfortune." 

They said Thorpe refused to recognize his 
alcoholism, making treatment impossible. 

Besides Thorpe's alcoholism, Barbersaid. 
there was also (he '’■apparent unwilling¬ 
ness uf the Memorial Pavilion to accept him 
because be was difficult to contain.” 

Barber said he was also Informed that the 
Memorial Pavilimi has a waiting list of 
KO to 90 people 


Barber said he would try to see Thorpe 
(iKlay. 

He would advise him to '’get a grip on his 
apparent drinking problem, and abandon the 
combined use of pills and booze. 

“It would also b(* useful if a counsellor from 
the Meares Street detoxification centre in 
Victoria were to Interview him to see if he 
would accept (heir help.” 

Thorpe is an emaciated man who weighs 
less than 100 pounds and gets around with 
a cane. 

In March. 1977. after the civilian-operated 
pavilion negotiated with VA. Thorpe was 
turned out to a Victoria landlord 

However, he only transferred his problems 
to the city. 

In the .space of about a year and a half he set 
fire lo his 1827 Chestnut Street apartment 
three times and in so doing endangered other 
tenants 


The last time. Friday morning, he was 
taken by ambulance to Koval Jubilee Huspi 
tal. 


Besides injuries lo his spine and legs from 
an exploding land mine—for which he re¬ 
ceives compensation—Thorpe has a bad 
liver, chronic diarrhea, a severe cough, and 
according to VA. an addiction to alcohol. 

Barbituates. deadly compounds when 
mixed with alcohol, were found along with 
numerous empty beer buttles in his smoke- 
damaged apartment on Friday. 

VA acting district director for Victoria, 
(teorge Chri.stie. said Monday in an inter 
view thal as far as he knew . Thorpe's appli 
cation to Shaughnessy hospital in Van 
rouver would be considered.

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Garden Notes 


We have been spending quite a bit of 
time and coiumn space recently kicking 
around the problem of selecting and 
buying fruit trees for the home garden. 
So far, »e have discussed peaches, 
apples, pears and plums: today I think 
we might take a look at the cherries. 

This is a delicious fruit, but right off 
the bat I should w arn you against trying 
to grow sweet cherries in a small back 
yard garden. Cherries are not available 
in true dwarf form, as are apples and 
pears, and although there are a couple 
of semi compact varieties, most sweet 
cherries make pretty big trees, often 20 
feet or more tall and with about the 
same spread. 

Moreover, all the sweet cherries — 
except Stella — must have a husband, 
which means growing at least two large 
trees of different varieties if you expci i 
to get any fruit. Sometimes even two 
trees aren't enough, for some of our best 
sweet cherry varieties are Inter-ster¬ 
ile: that is. they can't pollinate each 
other, and it is necessary to plant a 
third tree to provide pollen for the 
blossoms of the other two. 

Cherry trees, loo. are difficult to 
pick because of their sire, and I have yet 
to discover any really satisfactory and 
practicable way to protect the fruit 
from the birds except by draping it with 
nets. 

Sour cherries are a much more prac¬ 


ticable proposition for the small home 
garden, for the trees are smaller and. as 
they don't need cross-pollination from 
another variety, a single tree can yield 
quite a good crop of fruit, ^e sour 
cherries are belter than the sweet kinds 
for pies. jam. preserves and wine, but 
not sweet enough to rat out of hand. 

The most popular of all our sweet 
rherries is Bing, bearing large, round 
fruits, glossy and almost black when 
fully ripe, with firm flesh and a deli¬ 
cious flavor. The trees are very vigor¬ 
ous and productive in the ri^l soil, 
ripening their fruit in July. 

I.ambert makes even larger cher¬ 
ries than Bing, heart-shaped and with a 
purplish shade to the skin, firm-fleshed 
and very sweel. It ripens about two 
weeks later than Ring. 

Ring and Lambert are primarily 
eating cherries, not loo good for cooking 
or preserving. Royal Anne, known in 
Kurope as Napoleon Bigarreau. is an 
all-purpose cherry, equally good for 
canning, cooking or eating out of hand. 
The fruit is very large, pale yellow with 
bright red cheeks and a singularly re¬ 
freshing flavor. It ripens towards the 
end of July most years. 

Bing. Lambert and Royal Anne are 
Inter-sterile, which means that nnne is 
any good as a mate to the other. In fact, 
you could grow all three kinds together 
and still gel no fruit through lack of 
blossom pollination. 


A good “universal donor" Is Van, a 
firm black cherry developed by the 
Dominion Experimental .Station at 
Summerland, B.C. For this reason, 
whatever sweet cherry varieties you 
plant, one of them should be Van. Other 
good pollinators are Deacon and Black 
Republican, although I have some pref¬ 
erence for Van which is quite a good 
eating cherry in its own ri^t. 

The exception to this pollinailon rule 
is a fairly new compact sweet cherry 
called Stella, which is capable of form¬ 
ing Its black-skinned fruits without a 
mate tree nearby. 

Of the sour cherries. Montmorency 
and the English Morello are our best 
known varieties. Morello makes a 
smallish tree, usually about eight feel 
tall and thriving even In partial shade: it 
is about the only fruit which can be 
trained against a north wall. Meteor and 
North Star are smaller still and are the 
only true dwarfs In the cherries. Olivet 
is the sweetest of the pie cherries, sweet 
enough to eat out of hand, and Is espe 
dally suited for cooking and canning 
because the stones can be pulled right 
out without breaking the fruit. 

Did you ever taste pickled cherries? 
.My grandmother would always put up a 
few Jars of these — she called them 
“mock olives" — and I can still recall 
the delicious flavor of (his condiment.

To the 
Indies, and other maritime 
romances. I had not read 
The African Queen since high 
school, and E.M. Forster, 
who wrote A Passage to 
India, sounded right. So I 
share with my colleague the 
blame for perpetuating that 
erroneous attribution. It was 
especially abhorrent to 
Homblower fans, who are le¬ 
gion 

Be.sond that there is a 
question about niy col- 


(Humphrey Bogart) and 
Rose (Katharine Hepburn) 
perished with it. In the 
movie, as I remember. Char¬ 
lie and Rose are about to be 
hanged as spies aboard (he 
German cruiser, but just then 
the derelict African Queen, 
armed with Charlie's make¬ 
shift torpedo, rhums into the 
German ship and sinks It. 
Charlie and Rose are thrown 
into the lake by the explosion, 
and swim for shore, presum¬ 
ably to get married and Hie 
happily ever after 

The book, however, ended 
ambiguously. - It could be 
cither happy or sad." as 
reader Beth Draime puts it. 
"and! choose happy." 

A search among my books 
in the garage has not turned 
up a copy of the noiel, which 
was published (3 years ago.

There you are. Whether 
that is a happy ending or nut, 
only time can tell. 

For readers who are Impa¬ 
tient with the elaborate cor¬ 
rections they somelimes find 
here, I would like to point out 
that I do not have the com c- 
nience of a column composed 
of Hems, into which it would 
bo easy lo drop a line or two 
cnrrt-cliiig some recent blun¬ 
der. I am stuck, by a self-ad- 
nilnlslered ualh. with Ihe old 
fashioned essay form, and 
must save up errors unlil I 
have enuugh lo justify an en 
lire essay. 

No one is perfecl. of course, 
but as I have slated before.

The best and fastest way to make 
people healthier is not to provide them 
with more doctors, more medicine, or 
more health care, but to give them more 
money. Poor and underdeveloped re¬ 
gions have bad health records because 
too many people have too little money. 

We don't have to go abroad to see 
this. In a senior research projecLat the 
University of Chicago m^lcal school. 
Dr. Richard L'himann gave a paper on 
the last three decades of the Navajo In¬ 
dians in American society. 

In the'last 30 years, the Navajos 
have undergone a striking rmprovement 
In health levels, "which appears lo have 
been far more affected by acculturation 
to American society and advancing 
socio-economic status than by vastly 
improved medical scnices." 

That is to say. mortality has gone 
down, and health has gone up. because 
of gains In nutrition, sanitation, hy 




giene. and housing Medical services, 
which are comparable lo other areas of 
the country in scope and qualily. have 
had minor Impact on the Navajos. 

In fact, the leading cause of deaih 
among males, vshlch used lo be Infer 
tious diseases, is now “psychoMK lal. " 
particularly accidental deaths The 
mortality rate is now less ihan the 
national average. 

As the Navajos were given more 
jobs, and more opportuqlties. 'as they 
were able to obtain belter homes and 
belter food and better sanitation, as 
they moved up the cultural and stwiial 
and economic scale, all their medical in¬ 
dices began to improve as well. 

We are learning, all over the world, 
that there Is little direct relation be¬ 
tween health services offered for Ihe 
health of the community. No mailer 
how many doctors or medicines or diag¬ 
nostic machines you pump Into a region. 




if the masses of people cannot raise 
■ heir living standards ihey will not lake 
advantage of these serv ices — and when 
ihey do. (he advantages are of short 
duration. 

boeicty expects medicine lo do the 
same impossible tasks It asks educa 
Hun to do — 10 lake Ihe place of a sound 
home environment. Schools cannot pro¬ 
vide (he cultural and intellectual nour¬ 
ishment that is to be found only In the 
home background: and medicine cannot 
make people healthier, or keep them 
healthier, If the home environment Is 
lacking and Ihe basic components of hy¬ 
giene. 

Medicine, like education, accom¬ 
plishes the most where it is the least 
needed, among those already inspired 
to take advantage of It. Private health 
cannot be divorced from public health, 
and public health Is more e matuir of 
raising incomes and expectations than 
of treating'bodies

Ottawa to publish 
index of charities 


OTTAWA (CR)-A little- 
known propoval by the gov¬ 
ernment to publish an annual 
list of registered charities for 
I he public w as disclosed 
Monday after controversy 
over Ihe issue in the Coni 
mnns 

A revenue department offi¬ 
cial said the proposal was 
coniained in the federal bud 
gel announced Thursddy. The 
annual list would also include 
the names of groups whose 
tax-free charitable status had 
been revoked In Ihe previous 
year. 

The official was comment¬ 
ing on statements by David 
MacDonald (PC—EgmonI) 
who asked in the Commons 
why he was denied a list of 
registered charities despite 
an existing law providing 
public access to details about 
individual charities. 

MacDonald.' referring In 
other rases nf persons denied 
ac cess 10 details aNciil chari- 
lics. said there appeared to 
be no firm commitment by 
revenue department nffieials 
to comply with the law. 


Solirilor-General Jean- 
Jacques Blais replied that 
any delay in compliance with 
Ihe existing law was due to 
late filing of special forms 
rc-quired from charities. He 
said voluntary staff at many 
charities and a requirement 
for different information 
from what was filed in in¬ 
come lax forms were two 
contributing problems. 

The revenue official later 
confirmed that there were 
delays, but that offleials in 
district taxation offices had 
been told in writing not to 
deny the information about 
individual charities if it was 
available. 

However. the official 


stressed a distinction be¬ 
tween the existing law and 
Ihe law proposed in Ihe bud¬ 
get. 

The existing law provides 
Information only on specific 
charities a person asks 
about. 

The proposed law would 
provide a total list of all 
charities, a list that now is 
denied the public. It Is that 
total list Macdonald said he 
w as denied last spring during 
a Commons controversy over 
political activities of chari¬ 
ties. 


Couvelier said he would be 
asking the municipal clerk to 
review Ihe voter list. 

He said he was certain Ihe 
list contained “lots of dead- 
wood''—people who had left 
the municipality. 

Should the list prove sus¬ 
pect. he would ask council to 
consider a new enumeration. 
(The last was done four years 
ago.) If, however, his as¬ 
sumption was Incorrect, he 
would (hen seek a change in 
the Municipal Act enabling a 
council to remove a non- 
voter's name from Ihe list. 

"It would cause people 
some inconvenience getting 
their name back on Ihe list 


and make them realize Ihe 
importance of exercising 
their democratic right." 

Changing the voting day 
from Saturday to midweek 
would, he contended, result In 
an improved voter turnout. 

“With so much emphasis 
on leisure time, it's a bit of an 
anachronism to hold elec¬ 
tions on Saturday,” he said. 

He said candidates were let 
down by those who did not 
cast ballots .Saturday. “After 
the gut-wrenching experi¬ 
ence of a campaign, a 23-plus 
per cent turnout is some¬ 
what heartbreaking." he 
said.

Deaf-aid rules 
urged in U.S. 


WASHWGTON (AP)- 
Thousands of hearing aids 
are sold annually to unknow¬ 
ing U.S. consumers who later 
find they cannot hear any 
better with them, a Federal 
Trade Commission study re¬ 
ports. 

In a 4.'>8'page report cap¬ 
ping four years of study, the 
trade commission recom 
mends that the agency issue 
a regulation allowing hearing 
aid purchasers to cancel the 
sale within 30 days. 

There are "numerous ex 
periences reported of unus 
able hearing aids, purchased 
at great financial sacrifice." 
the report says. 

It catalogues "a multitude 
of abusive sales transactions 
and sales tactics" used by the 
hearing aid industry. And it 
says these conditions prevail 
in many of the estimated 830. 
Ono annual hearing aid pur¬ 
chases; 

• Companies identify peo¬ 
ple with hearing problems 
through disguised telephone 
survey s or though response to 
ads offering free booklets on 
hearing problems 


• Salespeople, often gross¬ 
ly Incompetent to fit the de 
vices, arrive unannounced 
and begin a high-pressure 
sales pitch 

• Sales are made In the 
home, at an average of $330 
per hearing aid. sometimes 
w ith the help of grossly exag 
gerated claims and usually 
without any advice from a

Ma.vor Whittaker invoked 
vSection 1H0 of the Municipal 
Act, allowing him to hold up 
for 30 days passage of the 
motion. 

Karlier last week. Duncan- 
council unanimously ap¬ 
proved the centre s opi'rating 
agreement. 

Aid. Graham Bruce said 
council could, under sub-sec¬ 
tion 3 of Sc'clion 180 of the 
Municipal Act. reconsider the 
original approving motion, 
and that it was “now conve¬ 
nient to do so.’* 

Whittaker said it could not 
be rec'onsidered at this time.

GEORGETOWN (AP)-I 
remember thinking, this is 
crazy. It couldn't be. I was 
going to die on a Jungle air¬ 
strip In Guyana. 

I was pear the end of the 
curious story about a U.S. 
congressman Investigating a 
freaky religious commune in 
Guyana. But the story was 
suddenly no longer zany. 
Three men on a dump truck 
and tractor were shooting at 
our airplanes. 

Only the IS disaffected 
members of the People's 
Temple who had decided to 
leave with the congressman 
had viewed the appearance of 
the truck and tractor with 
foreboding. There was going 
to be trouble, they had said. 

Several of us replied that 
nothing was going to happen. 
The dump truck and tractor 
were too tar away to cause 
any problems while we were 
loading the two planes. 

But congressman I.eo 
Ryan and his assistant. Jack¬ 
ie -Speier, became more anx¬ 
ious to get people boarded. 

The men started toward us. 
They didn't appear to be 
armed, and I thought they 
would try to force the IS dis¬ 
affected members to stay. 

Then the shooting started. I 
dove behind the plane's 
wheel—landing on lop of 
someone already there— 
thinking that the wheel might 
prqteet me. 

liie bodies of my fellow 
passengers started rolling 
over me as the shooting in¬ 
tensified. The shots were 
louder now—and closer. I 
could feel dirt spraying over 
me, but I didn't hear anyone 
screaming or moaning. Just 
the pop-pop-pop of the bul¬ 
lets. 

My left hip burned. I fell a 
part of a tooth chip, and I 
knew I had been hit. 


I was helpless. I thought 
that I wanted to be home. I 
was waiting to die and. as the 
seconds went by. 1 became 
resigned. Okay, I was ready 
Let's just have It. 

Then the shots seemed far¬ 
ther away. I peered dosm the 
runway and saw the tractor 


and the truck leaving. I sud¬ 
denly became aware that the 
* plane's engines were revving 
up. If that plane was going. I 
was going to gel on It. 

I jumped up and ran to the 
plane's door. Jackie Speier, 
standing by the luggage door, 
said she was injur^. that she 


couldn't make it in. I grabbed 
her waist and got her on 
board. 1 jumped in after. 

1 remember her saying that 
she was badly hurt and ask¬ 
ing If Ryan was okay. I said I 
didn't know. 

It became apparent the dis¬ 
abled plane couldn't lake off. 


.Someone ordered us out. 

I looked back at the plane. 
Bodies were scattered under 
and around it. Less than two 
feet from where I had lain 
was the body of Ryan. Two 
feel on the other side of the 
wheel was the body of Dan 
Harris of NBC. 


U.S. photographer sought return of granddaughters 

Ryan answered aid plea 


SAN FRANCISai (AP»- 
U.S. Representative Leo 
Ryan's Interest In the Peo¬ 
ple's Temple religious sect 
was spark^ by a newspaper 
story about the sect's effect 
on Ike family of As.saciated 
Press photographer Robert 
Houston. 

"I told him I was very con- 
cerned about the welfare of 
my two granddaughters in 
Guyana,” Hou.ston. (I, said 
Monday. 

"He told me that he had a 
relative—a nephew, I think- 
who had been involved in 
some other religious cull like 
this. He was going to look into 
it." 

The story was written by 
Tim Rellerman of the San 
Francisco Examiner, who 
was shot twice in the arm 
.Saturday at the jungle air¬ 
port near Jonestown in Guy¬ 
ana where Ryan and four 
other persons were killed by 
sect members. Reiterman is 
a former Associated Press 
reporter who had worked 
with Houston 

After reading the news¬ 
paper article. Ryan came to 
see Houston. Ryan had 
taught high school English In 
Houston's two children. Ro 
bert Jr. and Judy. 

Houston's son had joined 
the People's Temple in IMP. 
In the pre-dawn hours of Oct. 
i. It76. his mangled body was 


found along railway tracks in 
San Francisco. 

Houston told Reiterman 
that his son. U. had worked to 
the point of exhaustion and 
had given K.MO a month to 
Rev. Jim Jones, leader of the 
People's Temple. Houston 
also said his son had been 
beaten at church meetings on 
Jones' orders for supposed 
infractions of temple disci¬ 
pline. 

In August. 1977. Robert 
Houston Jr.'s daughters, 
Patty and Judy, went to New 
York on a People's Temple 
trip. The next thing the fam¬ 
ily knew, they were at the 
temple's agricultural settle¬ 
ment at Jonestown. Their 
mother later joined them and 
to days ago Houston said she 
telephoned to invite him and 
his wife to visit Jonestown. 


“I have hopes my grand 
daughters will gel out of 
there and I believe they want 
to get out.” Houston told Rei 
lerman. 

Houston's wife. Nadyne. 
and daughter. Carolyn Boyd, 
accompanied Ryan on the ill- 
fated journey to Guyana. 

Houston said Monday he 
has received no word on the 
fate of the granddaughters, 
aged It and IS, or their moth 
er. “I don't know anything 
I'm just assuming the 
worst." 

The worst would be Ibat 
they were among the nearly 
tiW bodies found .Sunday at 
Jonestown, victims of ap¬ 
parent mass suicide. 

His wife got as far as Geor¬ 
getown. but tbe daughter flew 
on the second leg of the jour¬ 
ney In Jonestown. "My 
daughter is in Washington. 


D C., and is safe and well.” 
Houston said. "She was on 
the plane that got shot up. but 
she was the first one to go 
aboard so she was out of the 
line of fire." 


L'nder the plane was the 
body of Gregg Robinson of 
the San Francisco Examiner. 
Patricia Parks, a sect mem¬ 
ber. was lying dead near the 
plane door. At the bark of tbe 
plane, near the tall, was Bob 
Brown, the NBC camera¬ 
man. 

Richard Dwyer, the deputy 
chief of mission at the L'..S. 
embas.sy. had been shot in the 
thigh, but he was tireless, 
firm and brave. 

We moved the badly 
wounded into tbe brush at the 
side of the runway. There 
were rumors that the Jones¬ 
town gunmen were coming 
back to finish us off. When 
ever we heard a motor, we 
would run into the brush. 

\jig were told that the Guya¬ 
nese army was coming to 
evacuate us. We waited—all 
the while fearing another at 


lack from Jonestown We 
moved our badly wounded 
into an army lent on the air¬ 
strip. 

Finally, about 6 a m. Sun¬ 
day. 13 hours after the mas¬ 
sacre, the first army units 
arrivrt. The terror was al¬ 
most over. 

I went to the lent where the 
wounded had spent the night. 
It was a .sad. awful sight. The 
bugs were running over the 
bodies of the three men and 
one woman w ho had spent the 
night on the earthen floor of 
the tent. But at least none of 
them had died. 

.Someone should say that 
Leo Ryan was right He knew 
something was terribly 
wrong at Jonestown He 
sen.sed—even if he might ^ 
ridiculed—that he should 
come and try to unmask hnr 
ror.

Cult relatives 
beset church 


.SAN FRANCISCO (Reu 
ter)-Sobbing relatives of 
members of the People's 
Temple besieged the reli¬ 
gious sect's church here 
Monday, demanding to know 
whether their loved ones had 
died in the mass suicide car¬ 
ried out at the cult's jungle 
headquarters In Guana. 

They banged on doors and 
shoutH for news, but church 
members could ^ve them no 
information. 

Reports from Guyana esti¬ 
mate that hundreds of cult 
members headed by Rev. 
Jim Jones killed themselves 
on his orders after sect mem¬ 
bers murdered U.S. Repre¬ 
sentative Leo Ryan and four 
other Americans In Guyana. 
Jones, his wife and son were 
also reported to have com¬ 
mitted suicide. 

California authorities were 
warned Sunday of possible 
suicides of sect members In 
the .San Francisco area. But 


police, who placed guards 
around the People's Temple 
building here, said they no¬ 
ticed nothing unusual. 

The doors of the church 
were locked and people 
scrambled over fences in 
unsuccessful attempts to get 
into the building. 

A church member who 
came outside offered no sol 
ace to weeping, near-hys- 
terlal relatives. 

"We have no news," he 
said, before beating a hasty 
retreat bark Inside the bui]^ 
Ing. which was then quidxTV 
locked up again. 

A woman In the street 
screamed. "Where is my sis¬ 
ter? What have you done to 
her?" 

A woman w ho asked not to 
be identified said her father 
had gone to Jones' Guyana 
jungle settlement six months 
ago and she had not heard 
from him since. 


(iEORGimiWN. Guyana 
(Reulerl—t'.S. evangelist 
Jim Jones said he was creat¬ 
ing a community without 
hate and violence when he 
formed his Jonestown agri¬ 
cultural settlement In the re¬ 
mote jungle of this South 
American country. 

"It is my fervent desire and 
the de.sire of my community 
to help establish a society 
where hate and violence do 
not exist and where instead a, 
co-operative spirit of har¬ 
mony and brolherhiKid pre¬ 
vails." he said. 

But all his hopes were shat¬ 
tered Saturday when U.S. 
Congressman Leo Ryan and 
four other Americans were 
shot to death at an airstrip 
near the settlement. 200 kilo 
metres from Georgetown 

-Security forces later found 
more than 300 bodies in the 
settlement, apparently the 
victims of a suicide pact. 

The discovery! was a shat 
tering climax to the activities 
of Jones' People's Temple, 
which had been the subject of 
controversy ever since its 
formation in California 13 
years ago. 

Opponents of the church 
said that Jones, who claimed 
supernatural faith-healing

powers, staged fake cures. 
Former members also said 
they had been subjected to 
ritual beatings and had been 
blackmailed into giving their 
personal property to the Peo¬ 
ple's Temple. 

Rut the sect, based in San 
Francisco, dismissed the 
charges as the ranlings o( 
dissatisfied people seeking 
self advancement and contin 
ued to expand the Jonestown 
settlement. 

It formed a close relation 
ship with the government of 
Guyanese Prime Minister 
Forbes Burnham, which saw 
it as a major element in Guy- 
ana's-drive for national self 
reliance and enhanced food 
production

Allhouah the federal got- 
emment Is spendini; millions 
of dollars tellinji homeowners 
they should have double- 
filaied windows, last week's 
federal budget removed the 
five-per-cent’ sales tax ex¬ 
emption on these energy-sav¬ 
ing devices. 

Ernie Wellwood. <{f Wes- 
craft Manufacturing Ltd., 
3m Keating Cross Road, 
said Monday the move was 
"another kick In the guts of 
the already-slck R.C. cun 
struction industry .” 

He has fired off protest 
telegrams to federal Kinance 
Minister Jean Chretien, i-^s- 


quimalt-.Saanieh MP Donald 
Munro. B.C. Economic De 
velopment Minister Donald 
Phillips and Housing Minis¬ 
ter Hugh Curtis, who is MLA 
for Saanich-Ihe Islands, ask¬ 
ing for the exemption to be 
reinstated. 

Wellwood said he couldn't 
understand the reasoning be¬ 
hind Chretien's decision. 

“Neither can my cus¬ 
tomers. They just can't be¬ 
lieve the federal government 
would do such a thing." he 
said. 

(Chretien said in his budget 
speech that because glass, 
even double glaring, was less 
energ.v-effieient than walls, 
the exemption would be with¬ 
drawn immediately.) 


"It seems Chretien wants 
people to build windowless 
houses.” an upset Wellwood 
said after the Colonist quoted 
the relevant passage to him 

He's been caught on a dou¬ 
ble-edged sword, because not 
only does he have to add the 
five per cent sales tax to dim 
ble-glazed windows, but be¬ 
cause the product is not 
viewed by national revenue 
as “manufaetured goods" it 
doesn't qualify for the thn-e 
per cent sales lax cut also 
announced in the budget 
Windows are deemed to be 
nimmodilies. and thus the 12- 
per-cent manufacturers' lax 
never applied. 

Wellwood said the federal 
move added about'$73 to the 
$1,300 average bill fur double 
glazing a new house. Single 
glaring, on which the five per 
cent tax was never lifted, 
costs about $900 for an 


equivalent house, $13 of 
which is lax. 

He said depending on the 
type specified by the cus¬ 
tomer, energy losses from 
windows were cut between 30 
and 100 per rent through dou¬ 
ble glaring. 

“Eighty to 90 per cent of 
our business is in double 
glazing." he said. “Ottawa's 
save-energy campaign has 
been so effective people just

-^ssica. the couple's year- 
ola first child, suffers from a 
condition called malabsorp¬ 
tion syndrome, which has 
prevented her from digesting 
her food properly. The Kalzes

Jessica has been fed on 
predigesied food from the 
United Stales and is now a 
healthy 20-poundrr.

The bidding told him that 
the spade finesse wouldn't 
work. So. instead of worry¬ 
ing abont it, he forgot 
about finessing and timed 
the play to make a "sure 
loser" disappear. 

West led the diamond 
king and shifted to the club 
queen after a good look at 
dummy. Declarer won 
dummy's ace and paused 
for a brief survey. He had 
two sure diamond losers 
and, if clubs broke evenly, 
be would lose only one 
trick in that suit. 

West's opening bid made 
it clear that the spade 
finesse wouldn't work, so 
the best plan looked rather 
easy - draw trumps, give 
West his high diamond, 
discard the spade queen on 
the diamond queen, 
concede a club loser and 
claim 10 tricks.

Out of the blue — oxygen goldmine 


LONDON (Reulerl—A loam of ohomists hav 
developed a revolulionarv' procevs for extraclinK oxy 
pen from air. ImilatinK tno human body, one of the 
reitearchers said Monday 

Dr. Francis Mcrullouph of Houston. Tex . told an 
inlervlewvr the process would provide Industry with 
cheap supplie.s of oxypen. replaclni; present expensive 
and enerfO'-intensive systems of extraction. 

Scienlisl.s at the University of Manchester's Insti¬ 
tute of Science and Technology, led by Dr. Noel 
Mcaullffe. 37. made the discovery four years ago by 
accident but kept it secret to secure the patent. 


The process, which is Iw'ing developed for indusl 
rial use. involves compounds made up of manganese 
salts and phosphorus, which pick out and absorb the 
oxygen molecules from air. as the protein hemoglobin 
does in the human blood stream. 

Mccullough. wfho joined the institute four years 
ago to lake his doctorple and stayed to become 
Mcauliffe's deputy, said the team has produced 
mure than 200 different compounds 

Mccullough. 31. said different compounds of the 
two chemicals ran isolate other elements, such as 


sulphur dioxide, and can be used to peveni air pollu 
lion from factory chimneys. 

The process was discovered after a student acci¬ 
dentally exposed a compound hr was working on to 
air. The colorless matter turned a brilliant blue. 

"This was chemically quite unexpected." .Mccul¬ 
lough said. "It immediately signalled that some- 
thing dramatic was happening ' 

Profits from development of the discovery go to 
Manchester University and to the National Research 
Development Corp.. he said.

Weary B.C. Hydro crews 
continued their mopup opera¬ 
tions Monday followrtng the 
weekend storm which left 
parts of southern Vancouver 
Island without electricity for 
up to 12 hours. 

As many as eight crews 
were out all day Sunday at 
tending to downed wires and 
poles and some crews worked 
as many as four shifts of lf> 
hours each. 

Winds, which peaked Sat 
urday with gusts up to 93 kmh 
(58 mph). gusted to 80 kmh 
(49 mph) at Gonzales and Pal 
Bay Airport weather stations 
and temperatures dipped to 0 
Celsius on Sunday . 

No wind chill factor is 
availabie because weather 
offices now measure in watts 
per square metre, but a 
weatherman at Pal Bay said 
the wind chill was considered 
"moderate " over the week 
end. 

Temperatures this morn 
ing were expected to go as 
low as -8 Celsius but. because 
there was no wind compar 
able to the weekend gale, 
it may not seem as cold. 

.Strongest gust measured 
Sunday was 41 kmh (25 mph) 
but the wind died down at 
about 3 p.m 

However, before subsiding, 
the wind caused extensive 
damage, particularly in 
Sooke and around the .Saan¬ 
ich Peninsuia. 

Hardest hit In .Sooke were 
residents o' Otter Point 
Road. One resident reported 
his power went off at 7:55 
a.m. Sunday, came on again 
for about two minutes at 8:30 
and then went off again until 
about noon. He said the prob¬ 
lem was apparently caused 
by a transmitter fuse which 
blew because of a power 
surge. 

Residents of Port Renfrew 
also shivered through most of 
Saturday without electricity 
One resident said her 
power went off at 12:45 p.m 
Saturday and was not reslor 
ed until about 8:15 a.m. Sun 
day except for 20 minutes 
at about 7 p m. Saturday. 


Sooke RCMP confirmed 
there were plenty of small 
problems with trees being 
blown over by the wind. 

One tree snapped a power 
pole on Dufore Road, off 
Whiffin Spit, and another 
snapped power lines on West 
Coast Road. A trailer was 
reported extensively dam¬ 
aged by a falling tree off 
Grant Road 

Dorothy Tupper. B C. 
Hydro information officer, 
said Hydro crews hoped to 
restore fuil power in the 
lower portion of the Island by 
9 p m. Monday . 

.She said in some instances 
over the weekend, power 
lines would be restored only 
to be knocked out moments 
later by a falling tree farther 
along.

Mystery killer hits 
Craigflower’s coho

This year's coho run on Craigflower Creek 
may have been wiped out in an unex¬ 
plained catastrophe in the creek over the 
weekend. 

Federal fisheries officials are investigai 
ing the death of 30 to to adult coho salmon 
which were found floqting dead in the creek 
by youngsters from View Royal school. The 
salmon were still full of eggs, indicating that 
their death was not the usual post-spawning 
death characteristic of salmon 

Larry Duke, supervisor of federal fi 
sheries for the Victoria district, estimated 
Monday that 25 to several hundred coho 
normally spawn in Craigflower Creek, and 
those picked up by fisheries officials are 
"probably the bulk of the run." 

■It's extremely unusual." Duke said. 
■It's the first time I've seen adult fish killed 
like this. They lend to be much hardier than 
the juveniles" 

Fisheries officers who visited the site, in 
the vicinity of the Helmcken Road bridge

over the creek, no other live fish in the 
waters. Because the dead fish were firs! 
spotted by the schoolchildren Monday muni' 
ing. Duke said the most likely time for the 
kill was Sunday or early Monday morning. 

The cause of the incident is only specula* 
tive at this point. Duke said, and it might be 
several weeks before the answer Is known. 
Some of the fish carcasses, will be exa* 
mined by biologists at the fisheries research 
station at Nanaimo, and water samples 
from the creek will be tested at the Environ* 
mental Protection .Service's laboratory in 
West Vancouver 

“Whatever it was. it didn't take long.” 
Duke said. The fish were not far from Por¬ 
tage Inlet, and had not >et reached their 
spawning grounds further up in the creek. 
Fisheries officers will keep an eye on the 
creek for further problem.s, Duke said. 

One possible factor may have been a lack 
of oxygen in the stagnant waters. Duke 
said. The long inter-tidal zone in the Craig- 
flower Creek mouth has ver> slow moving 
water which, combined with other factors, 
could reduce the oxygen level below what 
the fish could tolerate.

Parrot faces two swords

Parrot looks down without ron 
sciuusly seeing the bay or its spar¬ 
kle. Instead, he sees Canada— 
from one end to the other 

"I'm identified within my union 
as a national leader. They know 
very well that what I do. I do 
because I think It is best lor the 
whole membership. 

"If the Trudeau govemmem 
ever did for unity in Canada whai 
we havedone for unity in our union, 
this rountry would be a good 
country." 

It Is Parrot's way of deny 
Ing his Canadian Union of Posl.il 
Workers has ever been used as a 
weapon of tjuebee separatism 
Fights with the federal gosern 


meni had nol been designed, he 
says, but have grown out of the 
frustration of dealing with a gov 
ernmeni that w on't bargain In good 
faith—a government bent on strip¬ 
ping postal workers of their 
rights. 

However, hr declined in an 
inters iew with the Colonist to dis 
euss his personal view of polilies. 
It is immaterial, he says, because 
of his national stand as a union 
president. 

But there is another unity 
drama unfolding in which Patrol 
plays a leading rule. The failure of 
Canadian Labor Congress presi¬ 
dent Dennis McDermott to sup¬ 
port CUPW in its time of cri¬ 
sis last month could <iplil the 
naiiuna! labor movement. Individ 
ual unions have tended to side wilh 
CUPW despite its defiance of 


bark-lo-wnrk legislation. They saw 
it as a union victimized for political 
rea.sons. And (hey think CLC sup 
port would have prevented the 
surrrnderthat came when charges 
were laid against Parrot and other 
officers, and when the member¬ 
ship was fared with mass fir¬ 
ings. 

Conscious of the influence he 
wields, an embittered Parrot is 
making po attempt to stem the 
unrest within the CLC. 

He relishes the support shown 
CUPW at a Vancouver rally Fri¬ 
day night. 

"There were 700 people there 
from different unions. And in (he 
end they all stood up as one and 
began singing Solidarity Forever 
It was very impressive." 

On Monday he held a news 
conference to unveil his union's 


newest battle plan In the ongoing 
fight with Ottawa, and today there 
is an added (ouch of irony. The two 
key protagonist.s—Parrot and 
McDermott—are both scheduled 
lo address more than 800 delegates 
to the B.C. Federation of Labor 
convention. A time difference 
means they won't meet head-on. 
something that pleases labor mod¬ 
erates. 

Parrot has the knack of re¬ 
maining deceptively low-keyed 
when he is on the attack. As he sits 
in the hotel room with the view he 
doesn't see, he talks quietly about 
McDermott. 

He faults him for “name-call¬ 
ing” and "red-baiting." 

"I wish he w ould just explain to 
me how you can have 23.000 postal 
workers spread out in over 400 
places across Canada agree to 
strike for a just cause, and have all 
23,000 called radicals.

Years later when she and 
her husband still had that lit¬ 
tle bungalow there was that 
Christmas when out of the 
night their youngest boy and 
his family arrived unan¬ 
nounced at (he door. 


"What about Chnstmas 
now. what about this year?" 

She pretends not lo hear 
but later says quietly. “I miss 
Christmasses."

There have been deep funda 
mental differences between the 
more aclivisLCUPW and the CLC 
ieadership. Parrot says he hopes 
McDermott isn’t holding a 
grudge. 

“1 hope it’s not a personal 
thing. Because if it Is. he'll never 
be a leader. Instead, he wiiuld be 


part of the cause of the divisloa. A 
leader has got to bring unity. And 
he's got to expect people to have 
differences. It’s all part'of 
progress.” 

On the question of his own 
union's future in the CLC. he 
says; “I’m not ready to please 
certain people who would like to 
see us get out of the CLC. It is 
something that will be reviewed 
with the membership. It will come 
up at our I9II0 eonvenlion. 

"In the meantime we will con¬ 
tinue to fight within the CLC. We 
will prepare resolutions. They will 
be good resolutions, potent resolu¬ 
tions. We will do our homework. 
We always do. 


"What differences we have will 
be hammered out in convention.” 

Parrot, who finds himself a 
highly-visible national figure at 42. 
became a postal worker in his 
native Montreal at 18. It was six 
vears before he really became 
interested in his union. 

’’I got involved In mo be¬ 
cause 1 had this feeling about 
justice in the post office. I sudden 
ly realized my problems were the 
same problems all the others had 
It was like a shot in the arm 
Krom then on I never missed 
a meeting for years.” 

In 1968 he became a full-time 
union officer as vice-president of 


the big Montreal local. In 1971 he 
became national chief steward, 
moved up to vice-president three 
years later, and last year re¬ 
placed crusty Joe David.son as 
president.

Charles Garry, 
spent in the camp and the 
rainy jungle nearby late Sat 
urday and Sunday.

barred from a mass meeting 
at the camp. Jonestown, but 
that they heard residents dis¬ 
cussing communal suicide 
over a loudspeaker.

Lane, being guarded with 
Garry in a building some dis¬ 
tance from the meeting, .said 
he had heard medical person¬ 
nel were preparing poison in 
a large vat somewhere in the 
camp. 

But he said that from their 
vantage point they also saw a 
dozen men lake automatic 
rifles from a shed. 

One of their two guards told 
them. ”We are all going l« die 
now,” Lane said. 

•"Iltey were smiling. They 
looked genuinely happy.” he 
said. 

He and Garry persuaded 
the guards to release them. 
Ijine said, by telling them he 
would ”wrile the story” of 
Jonestown for the outside 
world. Before letting them 
go. the two guards hugged 
both lawyers. 

Ijne said he and his com¬ 
panion fled into the jungle 
and as they did they heard 
Jones chanting over the loud¬ 
speaker, “Mother! Mother! 
Mother! Mother!” and sud¬ 
denly gunfire erupted. Ijine 
said he heard many bursts of 
automatic fire and screams 
from the camp. 

(iu.vanese Information 
Minister .Shirley Kield-Ridley 
told reporters that most of 
the bodies found Sunday by a 
company of troops who raid¬ 
ed the camp showed no signs 
of violence, though some had 
gunshot wounds.

“I really can’t find the 
words . . . we’re all in a state 
of shock.” said the minister, 
visibly shaken. 

Reporter Tim Reiterman of 
the Ssn Francisco Examiner. 
a member of the Ryan group 
and a survivor, .said in a 
copyrighted story Monday in 
The Examiner that Layton 
was one of several supposed 
defectors Ryan was trying to 
escort away from the 27.006- 
acre commune. The land was 
leased to the organization by 
the Guyanese government. 

Reiterman and other survi¬ 
vors .said they split up to take 
off In two small planes at the 
Port Kaituma airstrip. 128 ki¬ 
lometres south of Jonestown 
but were suddenly fired on by 
about one-half dozen or more 
Temple members who rode 
up in a truck and a trailer 
lowed by a tractor. When the 
Maze of gunfire finally ended. 
Reiterman wrote, he was told 
by those in the other plane 
that Layion had pulled out a 
pistol and fired at them. 

Those killed in the ambush 
were the U-year-old Ryan, 
who represented a San Fran- 
ctsco-area district; reporter 
Don Harris. 42. and camera¬ 
man Robert Brown. 36. both 
of NBC News and both Loa 
Angeles residents, and a 
woman camp member who 
was trying to leave, identified 
by Guyanese officials as Pa¬ 
tricia Parks. 18. though some 
II.S. officials said her name 
was Parker. 

Ten other persons were 
wounded—reporters includ 
ing Reiterman. a Ryan aide, 
a U.S. diplomat and ramp 
members and their rela¬ 
tives—and were brought to 
hospitals in Puerto Rico and 
Washington. Three were re¬ 
ported in serious condition. 

The survivors, many of 
whom escaped by running 
into the nearby bush, spent a 
fearful night at the town of 
Port Kaituma before being 
evacuated by Guyanese au 
thorites. The authorities then 
arrested Layton, who ap¬ 
parently was the only impos 
lor among the would-be refu¬ 
gees. 

The t6-year-old Jones, who 
had seven children, founded 
the sect in the 1930s in India¬ 
napolis with the avowed pur¬ 
pose of breaking down class 
distinctions. Jones was the 
offspring of an inter-racial 
maniage. His "children.” as 
"Dad” Jones called his fol¬ 
lowers, were both Mack and 
white. 

After moving to California. 
Jones became a political fig¬ 
ure. crusading for liberal 
causes and eventually was 
appointed chairman of the 
San Francisco Housing Au¬ 
thority. But reports of his un- 
ortho^x. authoritarian con¬ 
trol over the sect—with 
allegations of brutal treat¬ 
ment of wayward members— 
led to his resignation from 
that post.

Salmonid hearing set for Nov. 27

Budding anglers learn of spawning process as dead and spent coho float on river

COURTNEY — If the .Salmonid Enhancement Pro¬ 
gram hearing, scheduled for Nov. 27 at the Mexicana 
Motor Inn. doesn't turn out to be a lively and well attended 
event, it won't be the fault of local conservallonisls. 

The Courtney Fish and Game Club Is doing its ut¬ 
most to promote the event, which it sees as a singular 
opportunity for sports and commerrial fishermen, re¬ 
sort owncre. businessmen, and individuals to voice their 
opinions and speak up for a share of the remaining $120 
million of Phase I funding under the program U) en¬ 
hance fish production in area streams and rivers. 

In a circular letter to the three Comox Valley mumci 
palities. club (-(mservation esunmittee chairman Keith 
tsrguin stressed that “it is only by making strong repre¬ 
sentation to the S E P. committee that we will stand a 
chance of obtaining a good share of the remaining $t2t) 
million Phase I funds, and that this mtuM-y will be spent 
where it will do the most good for the area." 

.Seguin said that while he had had no offieial replies to 
the letter, which was also sent to local serviee clubs, he 
did have sufficient fi'edback to indicate there would be 
good response. 

Comox council voted this week In submit a formal brief 
at the hearing and indications were that Courtenay and 
Cumberland would follow suit, according to .Seguin. “This 
meeting." he said, “is a last chance for approximately 
:id,llon people In this area, many of whom participate hi the 
salmon sports fishery as an Imppiiant source of reereatinn 
or depend on the contmeree gene-rated by it tur.lheir liveli¬ 
hood. to have an opinion on how they would like to see the 
remaining $120 million of Phase I spent" 

seguin said the main theme of Courtenay Kish and 
Game Club's brief would be the pmlertlnn and enhancement 
of kieal' fish stocks and their habitat. He riled Punlledge 
hatchery, currently under eonslrucllnn. as one example 
of S.K.i’. projects locally, "although nm the long range 
solution to restoring the salmon to historic numbers 
.Along with it must go access to spawning grounds, res 
(oration of lost spawning grounds and protection of the 
estuary habitat. " 

He noted that no salmon Is produced on the Puntledge 
River over a six to seven mile distance upstrt-am from the 
power house intake 

"Any attempt to produce salmon there or in any of the 
otherwise potentially ideal salmon streams leading to 
the watershed would be aborted unless some way could be 
found to prevent the smolt from entering the peastocks " 

One of the fish and game club's current projects is to 
raisr the water level in Blue Grass I,akr in upper Tso 
lum watershed to create a large spawning area for trout 
and Indirectly benefit salmon production in (he Tsnium 
River system by maintaining a higher and more constant 


flow there Another concern of the ctub is clearing and 
maintenance of the .18 salmon producing streams in 
the area between Deep Bay and the Oyster River. .Seguin 
said, addiifg. “there are .some 23 plus resorts in that area 
reiving heavily on the salmon fisitery for their existence, 
along with numerous boat dealers, marinas, sports shops, 
not to mention an average of 73 Iwal commerial bviats 
fishing these waters during salmon season 

The area was bypassed in a series of public meetings 
held by S.E.P. in November. 1976. Ihroughout IH cummunl- 
ties to solicit concern, ideas and criticisms for the program, 
and it was largely due to the efforts of liK-al conservation¬ 
ists that Courtenay is being included In the series of fol¬ 


low-up meetings being held this time around 

The S.E P. committee has stressed right along that pub 
lie support is the key to the success of the program. “Ob 
viuusly attendance and interest shown at the public hear¬ 
ings will influence S.E.P. officials' recommendations of 
where enhancement dollars will go." Seguin said. 

The Punlledge and Tsolum rivers. If fully developed, 
could double their salmonid production with lung term 
benefits to the Comox Valley. People who stand to gain the 
most from this are the resort owners. Seguin said, "and If 
the tremendous pvitential of these rivers could be rea¬ 
lized. not only they, but the small businesses that cater to 
the tourist trade w<iuld benefit."

DUNCAN - Retiring Aid 
Brigille Meagher, attending 
her last North Cowichan 
council meeting Thursday, 
went out on a positive note. 
She successfully challenged 
the chair and Mayor George 
Whittaker's right to refuse a 
motion concerning the highly 
controversial Cowichan Com¬ 
munity Centre operating 
agreement and bylaw. 

Feelings have been bitter 
between aldermen for sev¬ 
eral weeks now, and came to 
a head two weeks ago when 
council divided t-3 in approv¬ 
ing the operating agreement. 
Mayor Whittaker invoked 
.Section 180 of the Municipal 
Act. allowing him to hold up 
for 30 days passage of the 
motion 

Earlier last week. Duncan- 
council unanimously ap¬ 
proved the centre's operating 
agreement 

Aid. Graham Bruce said 
council could, under sub-sec- 
tinn 3 of Section lito of the 
Municipal Act. reconsider the 
original approving motion, 
and that it was "now conve¬ 
nient to do so." 

Whittaker said it could not 
be reconsidered at this lime. 
It was invalid, he said, be¬ 
cause he had chosen the date 
when the approving operat¬ 
ing agreement motion should 
be reconsidered, and be "did 
not have that authority." 

Whittaker also said it could 
not be discussed, because the 
mayor had to stale his objec¬ 


tions and he "had not made 
his objettions known " 

Aid. .Meagher replii-d. that 
•'as executive officer of the 
municipality, having read 
Sect! in istl. it was your duty 
to state your objections at the 
last meeting 

"In fact your objections 
have been well recorded. The 
fact that you look more 
power upon yourself than you 
hid. is .vour fault. " 

Aid. Margaret Robertson, 
supporting the mayor, said: 
"The whole thing has been a 
comedy of errors, but not on 
North Cowichan's part ” 

Whittaker. Robertson and 
Aid. Rex Holletl have object¬ 
ed to the operating agree¬ 
ment. They have said they 
wanted Ihrcx- representatives 
on the centre's committee, 
and that they wished In have 
budget appnival. 

Veteran Aid. Dennis Hogan 
said he believed the mayor 
had orginally "acted in good 
faith" when he had invoked 
Section 180. “that was his 
privilege. But now for the 
mayor to say that he had 
made a mistake, was totally 
out of order."

Bruce said Whittaker 
should know more about the 
law. He referred to Ih^ 
mayor's legal training and 
said: “You . . . you should 
know, when law is decided, a 
judge also lakes Into eon- 
slderaliun the spirit of that 
law. 

"I suggest that you are in 
error when you slate that you 
can refuse the motion Tile 


motion stands, this should 
now be considered" 

Whittaker restated his ar 
gunient (hat he "had mit stat 
ed his objections, so the mat 
ter rested " 

Hogan said: "I think you 
are giving your own interpre 
tation and I don't think it 
stands." 

Aid. Meagher said there 
was a legally constituted mo 
tloo on the floor. “Are you 
ruling it out of order?" 

When Whittaker replied. 
“Yes," Aid. Meagher then 
challenged the chair. 

She said; "The mayor's job 
as chief executive officer is to 
see that things are properly- 
recorded in the minutes. You 
are ruling a motion out of 
order just because you do not 
agree with it." 

The matter was then pul to 
the vote and the motion to 
challenge the chair was ap¬ 
proved 4-3 with Robertson. 
HolleU and Whittaker voting 
agalmst. 

Bruee then piaced his mo 
lion that "it Is now conve¬ 


nient to consider the approv 
ing motion of Cowichan 
Community Centre's operal 
ing agreement ' 

When Whittaker said he did 
not know how he could pn-- 
side over the proceedings. 
Aid. Meagher told the mayor 
that he "must preside over 
the meeting according to Ro¬ 
berts' Rules of Order."

The great unorganized—or 
as some would have it disor¬ 
ganized-residents out in the 
west decided Saturday that 
they like things the way they 
are. 

Half of the eligible voters 
turned out to say a re.sound- 
Ing "no” to proposals that 
their areas .should incorpo¬ 
rate into district municipali¬ 
ties. They will remain under 
Ihe wing of the Capital Re¬ 
gion Board unless the provin¬ 
cial government decides to 
impose incorporation. 

But while View Royal resi¬ 
dents joined their neighbors 


in Langford-Colwood and in 
Metchosin in voting two to 
one against incorporation, 
they were even more definite 
in their approval of a $5.2 
million sewage collection 
system, voting 704 to 333 in 
favor of the measure. 

And View Royal regional 
director Al Beasley was jubi¬ 
lant. 

It had been his fourth cam¬ 
paign to get sewers in the 
area. He had also opposed 
incorporation, so voters 
back^ his opinion in both 
Instances. 

Other local directors were 


relieved that the long cam¬ 
paign was over, and that the 
heavy voter turnout had been 
a decisive expression. 

"1 hope this will settle the 
matter for a good number of 
years so people know exactly 
where they .stand.” said 
Langford's Ed Lubick. He 
suggested that the area 
might consider electing an 
advisory council to deal with 
local affairs and advise the 
regional representatives. 

He said that old people 
seemed to have turned out in 
good numbers to vote on in¬ 
corporation. and he thought 


the defeat came because peo¬ 
ple feared Increased taxes If 
they had another level of gov¬ 
ernment. 

Unlike some other direc¬ 
tors, Lubick does not expect 
enforced incorporation to fol¬ 
low the referendum defeat, 
although Muncipal Affairs 
Minister Hugh Curtis has 
often said the area should 
incorporate. 

"I don’t think the minister 
would force citizens to incor¬ 
porate when they have so 
clearly and wby an over¬ 
whelming majority said they 
don’t wish U).

Again, snowstorm 
upstages election 


Bitterly cold winds and the first dust¬ 
ing of snow this year for Greater Vic¬ 
toria almost upstaged the show in the 
municipal political arena Saturday. 

Once again voters had to brave cold 
gale-force winds, freezing tempera¬ 
tures. snowflurries and siMt to cast 
ballots in a municipal election. 

B.C. Hydro crews, police and fire¬ 
fighters in Greater Victoria were kept 
on the hop constantly Saturday respond¬ 
ing to numerous reports of sparking 
wires and downed power lines. 

A B.C. Hydro spokesman said Satur 
day night every available crew was out 
working to restore power. 

Outages were “all over the place”— 
Colwood. Sooke. East Sooke. Port Ren¬ 
frew. Cordova Bay, parts of Saanich 
and the Saanich Peninsula. 

The downtown Victoria area was ap¬ 
parently untouched by power failures. 


“The wfnd is particularly heavy to¬ 
night. and doesn’t seem to be letting 
up,” she said. 

"Power outages have been wide¬ 
spread all day long because of the 
wind.” 

Many power shortages were the "on 
again, off again.” vai^y, which was a 
nuisance to residents and hydro work¬ 
ers alike. 

This was the second big windstorm of 
the year, the hydro spokesman said 

This time, blowing from a different 
direction, the wind brought down nu¬ 
merous branches loosened in the first 
storm. 

Branches hitting power lines caused 
several outages. 

A large tree toppled over in the 
wind against a house at 1744 Jeffer¬ 
son Street in Saanich, and a tree fell 
against a house at 44(7 Shelbourne 
Street. There were no injuries.

A crane was required to lift a big tree 
blocking traffic at the intersection of 
Burnside and Finlayson in Victoria, po¬ 
lice said. 

A .severe storm coincided with the 
municipal election held Nov. is. |«7S 
and the first snowfall of last year fell on 
Nov. It. the date of the last municipal 
election. 

An Arctic high pressure system and a 
low pressure system centred off the 
Oregon coast which collided south of 


Vancouver Island were responsible for 
the present storm. Temperatures were 
predicted to drop to —2 Celsius. 


Winds gusting up to (I kmh buf¬ 
feted the area, leaving downed power 
lines, trees strewn across roads in 
Saanich and Colwood. a burned-out 
transformer in Saanich and harried 
Hydro and highways ministry repair 
crews.

A great win 
for Pimlott 
in Oak Bay 


Mayor’s rival 
on the way up 


The comeback of an eight- 
year council veteran high¬ 
lighted what was otherwise 
an aldermanic election with¬ 
out surprises in Oak Bay. 

Insurance company man¬ 
ager Norm Pimlott ot I3S( St. 
Patrick Saturday moved 
back onto council after his 
defeat last year by some 32 
votes to Peter Bunn 

"It was such a close race 
wHh Peter Bunn last lime it 
(this year's election) was just 
a rase of people realizing 
what I'd done and feeling sa¬ 
tisfied with what council had 
done.” Pimlott said in a 
phone interview from his 
home amidst a victory party 
shortly after the polls 
closed. 

Also elecled were Doug 
Wails (2.181) and Shirley 
Dowell (1,910). Pimlo(t 
polled 1,992. Writer Terry 
Rekslen (railed with 1.738 in 


the election that saw a 10 
percentage point drop over 
last year in voter turnout to 
23.49 per cent. 

The early returns showed 
incumbent Shirley Dowell 
trailing both Pimlott and poll 
leader Walts. Not far behind 
her was challenger Rekslen 
which fueled earlier specula¬ 
tion that the pro-heritage 
candidate who was going “to 
blow away some of the cob¬ 
webs” in the municipality 
might squeeze out Mrs. 
Dowell. 

But it just didn't happen. 

In the final tally. Mrs. Rek 
slen trailed the incumbent 
woman alderman by 172 
voles. 

Watts has consistently 
lopped the polls throughout 
his 18 years on council but hr 
doesn't remember ever lead¬ 
ing at all four polling stations 
as he did Saturday night. 


The North Saanich election 
.Saturday produced the lowest 
voter lumoul In l( years. 

Less than 23 per rent of the 
electorate rejected an aider- 
man who was seeking re- 
election and elected Ihiee 
men for one-year terms. 

North Saanich did not hold 
a mayoral election this year, 
and at least two mayoral 
candidates are sure to run in 
the 1979 election. 

Mayor George Westwood 
said in an interview Saturday 
that council would have to try 
to work together and over¬ 
come any competition be¬ 
tween himself and newly- 
elected alderman Owen 
Philp. 

Philp. a North Saanich 
farmer, declared this month 
that he would seek Wes¬ 
twood's job in 1979.

Federal fisheries offieials are investigat 
ing (he death of :U) to 10 adult coho salmon 
which were found floating dead in the creek 
by youngsters from View Royal sehiml. The 
salmon were still full of eggs, indicating (hat 
(heir death was not the usual post-spawning 
death characteristic of salmon. 

I..arry Duke. sijp«Tvisor of federal fi 
sheries for the Victoria district, estimated 
Monday that 2i to si‘veral hundred coho 
normally spawn in Craigflower Creek, and 
those picked up by fisheries officiaK are 
“probably the hulk of the run '* 

“It s extremely unusual.' Duke said. 
“Il s the first lime I've s<*en adiill fish ki/ied 
tike this. They lend to he much hardM*r than 
the juveniles. ■ 

Fisheries officers who visited the site, in 
(he vicinity of (he Helmcken Road bridge 


over the creek, saw no other live fish in the 
waters Because the dead fish wert* first 
s|Hitted by (he schoolchildrtm Monday morn¬ 
ing. Duke said (he must likely lime for the 
kill was Sunday or early Monday morning. 

The cause of the incident is only specula¬ 
tive at this point. Duke said, and it might be 
several weeks b(*fore (he answer is known. 
Some of (he fish eareasses will bt* exa¬ 
mined by biologists at (he fisheries research 
station at Nanaimo, and water samples 
from the cn*ok will be tested at the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Service's laboraUiry in 
West Vancouver. 

“Whatever it wa.s. it didn’t take long." 
Duke said. The fish were not far from Por 
(age Inlet, and had not yet reached thi'ir 
spawning grounds farther up in the creek 
Fisheries officers will keep an eye on iht* 
cn^ek fur further prublenis, Duke said. 

One ptissible factor may have btTn a lack 
of (ixvgpii in the stagnant waters. Duke 
said. The long inter tidal /pm* in the Craig 
flower Creek mouth has very slow moving 
water which, combined wiih uiht'r factors, 
could reduce (he oxygem level below what 
the fish could tolerate.

Party leader lain MacKay was the other victori 
ous Liberal, winning in the riding of Whitehorse* 
Riverdale South. He polled 420 veiles to i^l for Conser 
valive Maggie Heath. 


NOP leader Fred Berger lost his seal in Klondike, 
the riding surrounding (he historic gold rush town of 
DawMin City. He said he would resign his leadership 
tiKlay.
